H arrisburg, July 2.— Reversal of

Cameron in applications for reg istra­ 
tion under the securities act is asked 
in fifteen blue sky law appeals being 
heard in the Dauphin county courts 
this week. 
A special court session 
was called by Judge W ickersham to 
hear the pending securities cases. 
Yesterday Judge W ickersham heard 
testimony in the appeals of the V-B 
Corporation, 
Pittsburgh 
dentifrice 
m anufacturers, and the Daily Dispatch 
Publishing 
Company, 
Pittsburgh, 
newspaper publishers. 
Banking Secretary Cameron refused 
registration to the V-B Corporation on 
the contention th at the 
corporation 
proposes to issue $600,000 in stock on 
no assets. 
The Daily Dispatch Publishing Com­ 
pany is distributing $1,500,000 in stock 
in a proposed m orning newspaper in 
the city of Pittsburgh. 
The securi­ 
ties bureau claims th at the company 
is dissipating its subscribed capital in 
stock promotion and th at at the pro­ 
moters have reserved all of the com­ 
pany’s voting stock fo r 
themselves 
without paying for it. 
George P. 
Grise, president of the company and 
form er employe of the old Pittsburgh 
Dispatch, claimed a circulation of 177.- 
000 for the proposed paper when call­ 
ed as a witness yesterday. 
He said 
the company is now installing its press 
in a building leased in Pittsburgh. 
Additional testim ony in the P itts­

OCEAN DROWNING 


Salisbury, Md., July 2.—Endangered 
by one of the strongest undertows in 
the history of Ocean City, E rnest B 
Leonard, aged 33, a draughtsm an with

lantic Railway, this city, became a 
hero in effecting the rescue of Miss 
Elizabeth McNeill, Germantown, Pa., 
who was visiting Judge

Bailey, a brother-in-law, of this city 
and O. C. Heath, Salisbury. 
Although venturing only about IOO 
feet from shore, the breakers were so 
furious that Miss McNeill was caught 
in an undertow and was being earned 
out from the beach. 
Leonard reached the woman and 
swam with her around the end of a 
jetty while the breakers threatened 
to crush out the lives of both against 
piling. 
Twelve minutes later, in almost 
the same spot, Heath was caught in 
another undertow and Leonard, hav­ 
ing returned to the w ater, effected 
the second rescue.

Union and postal Telegraph compa­ 
nies are doing a land office business 
on wires home from delegates who 
have run out of money.

Speaking of telegram s, J. F. N a­ 
than, general superintendent at Madi­ 
son Square Garden for the W estern 
Union, said Monday the press dispatches 
being sent out froffi this convention 
represent the largest volume of any 
convention in his memory. Two hun­ 
dred wires are kept hot 24 hours a day 
at the telegraph office in the Garden 
basement. 


H arrisburg, Pa.—Cold, wet weather 
of the last spring will decrease the 
number of wild turkeys and grouse 
available for next fa lls shooting in 
the opinion of Seth E. Gordon, sec­ 
retary of the board of game commis­ 
sioners. 
To offset this he said pros­ 
pects were splendid for excellent rab­ 
bit, squirrel, deer and bear hunting, 
with “fa ir” prospects for quail 
and 
ring-necked pheasant shooting. 
Mr. Gordon said young grouse and 
wild turkeys are unable to withstand 
the cold and wet. 
Both 
species of 
birds generally hatch their young in 
May in which the w eather this 
year 
was extrem ely disagreeable. 
He also 
pointed out the young suffered from 
scarcity of food due to the lack of 
insects upon which they feed, weather 
conditions retarding their growth. 
The departm ent during the winter 
has stocked approxim ately 35,000 rab­ 
bits in those sections of the state most 
hunted. 
During last September and 
October thousands of rabbits 
died 
from indigestion, the drought drying 
up vegetation. 
Reports from game 
protectors indicate the stocked rab­ 
bits have become acclimated, the pro­ 
tectors declaring they had seen hun­ 
dreds of litters of young rabbits. 
Reports for squirrel also were en­ 
couraging, many farm ers having been 
feeding them. 
One instance was re ­ 
ported 
from Potter county, where 
twenty-five squirrels wintered in a 
farm er s straw stack. 
A3 boul quail 
and ring-necked pheasants hatch later 
than either grouse or wild turkeys, it 
is believed 
they will be reasonably 
plentiful next fall. 
Reports throughout the state indi­ 
cate hunters will be given the best 
leer and bear shooting next year they 
lave enjoyed for years, M r. Gordon 
said. 
Game protectors reported these 
inimals never had wintered better 
hun during this year. 
The secre­ 
tary pointed out that under the amend­ 
ed game law of 1923 I OGO little buck 
leer saved from hunters last year will 
be available for hunting next fall aft- 
»r the breeding season. 
He declared 
ilthough the season was months away 
be believed the kill of deer would ex­ 
ceed 7000, more than 500 in excess 
>f those killed in the 1923 season.
